POPULATION BY AGE GROUPS: MISSOURI 


This graph is of interest as it relates to our present day problems concerning the age distribution of the 
population, From it, one may observe that the percent of persons over 65 years of age has risen from 3 
percent in 1890 to 12 percent in 1960. During the same period, the percent of persons 45 through 64 years 
of age has increased at about the same rate, while the number of persons under 20 has decreased from 48 
percent in 1890 to 36 percent in 1960. However, during the last ten years, the age group under 20 
experienced a sharp ~ise in the percent of the total due to the increased birth rate..

LIVE BIRTH AND DEATH RATES: MISSOURI 


The graph below shows the trend in the birth and death rates from 1910 to date. During this period, the 
death rate has declined from approximtely 13 per 1,000 population to the present rate of 11.0 per 1,000 
population. During the same period, the birth rate went through a cycle; and although it hasn’t reached 
the level at which it was estimated to be before 1900, it is above the 1910 level. The decline in the 
births that occurred from 1910 to 1935 has a direct influence on the number of mothers of childbearing 
age who have been having children during the last five years. This fact is of interest in the problems 
relating to population expansion. Expansion may take place more rapidly during the next 20 years since 
the number of mothers who were born since 1935 has been continually increasing. This fact assumes that 
the birth rate will remin the same.

TRENDS IN MATERNAL DEATH RATES BY COLOR: MISSOURI 


The maternal death rate depicts the decline in risks relating to childbirth. By separating white 
and nonwhite rates, observe the peaking in the nonwhite rate which could be due to random fluctu- 
ation or to possible sporadic changes in the health conditions which, for some reason, affected the 
nonwhite population more than the white population.

TRENDS IN INFANT DEATH RATES BY COLOR; MISSOURI 


The color differentiation in the infant death rate shows the nonwhite rate to be still higher than the white 
rate. However, both rates seem to be decreasing at about the same proportion, This decrease in the infant 
death rate has one of the greatest effects on the aging of the population, for the first year of life is the 


most vulnerable portion of the life cycle, and a decrease in this period adds a larger portion to the total 
average length of life.

The color specific stillbirth rates show that the nonwhite stillbirth rate is generally higher than 
the white stillbirth rate, However, the relative decrease in both rates is approximtely the sam. 
One might conclude from this type of rate that the health of the public is still related to its 
social and economic environment.

The death rates for all causes decreased by 16.5 percent between 1911 and 1961. Duri the 

the death rates from heart disease increased by 185.4 Percent, while the death rates een ereeast 
Fmeumonia decreased by 76.5 percent. This change in death rates is due to the control of commmnicable 
diseases and better medical care, whith in tum effects the aging of the population. This aging is 
reflected by an increase in the deaths due to chronic diseases such as heart and cihonts =

The number of tuberculosis cases are decreasing on the average by 32 cases per year. This is some— 
hat less than the decrease in regard to tuberculosis deaths, which are decreasing at the average of 
82 deaths per year. The high peak in the number of cases during the years 1946 through 1953 may 
have been due to a change in emphasis in reporting procedures.

VENEREAL DISEASE DEATHS: MISSOURI 


There is a peak of syphilis deaths during the period 1938 through 1945. If one will examine the number of 
cases reported during this same period, he can observe a definite peaking in the number of cases. Syphilis 
is an insidious disease in which a time lag is normally observed between onset and death, It is quite 
possible that the rise in the number of deaths due to syphilis was due to the new interest in the disease 
during the peak period surrounding the war years, thus causing this disease to have been mentioned more 
frequently as a cause of death.
